In his special message March P, 1908, the governor 


said: "I am today in receipt of a letter from the auditor 
of tftate asking that his office and that, of the bureau of 
inspection and supervision of public offices, which is a 
department of said office, BE EXAMINED BY THE 
GOVEENOR UNDER THE AUTHORITY CONPBE- 
EED BY SECTION 158 OF THE REVISED STAT- 
UTES." 


Here Governor Harris not only confesses knowledge 


of his duty, but admits that this duty was pointed out to 
him by State Auditor Guilbert, who was wincing under 
the probing of the legislative committees. 


In the second special message, -March 31, citing his 


former message, the governor says: "THIS PROPOSED 
INVESTIGATION WAS TO BE CONDUCTED UN- 
DER EXISTING STATUTES OF THE STATE." 


Section 158 of the Ohio Statutes says: "He (auditor 


of state) shall keep all the records, books, accounts, 
documents, and other papers and vouchers pertaining to 
his office, in complete order, well marked, labeled, num- 
bered and carefully filed in his office; and the same shall 
be at all times SUBJECT TO THE INSPECTION OF 
THE GOVERNOR, or any committee of the general as- 
sembly, or of either branch thereof, appointed to examine 
the same." 


Attention is called by the senate's investigating com- 


mittee, in its report, to the fact that the governor has 
never ordered an investigation of the state treasury as 
authorized by Section 193 of the Revised Statutes. 


Section 193, relating to the -duties of the governor 


in this respect, provides that: "and the governor, when- 
ever the law, or, in his opinion, the public interest, re- 
quires it. shall appoint some trustworthy accountant of 
ability and skill, who, in connection with the secretary of 
state, shall immediately, without previous notice or inti- 
mation of such intended examination and inspection, make 
a thorough and complete examination of all the books, 
voucher?, accounts, records, bonds, se'-urities. claims, as- 
sets and effect?, which are or should he in the treasury, 
and compare the books, voucher?. a<v<orats and records 
in the treasury with those of the aiwtor of state, which, 
on their demand, shall be made accessible to them by these 
officers;" etc., ?i<*. This panic section also provides that 
the treasurer and any of his Clerks, or the auditor, or any 
oilier person may bo sworn and examined-
